WASHINGTON, April %40-~The 
Supreme Court decided today that 
John Barleycorn may hall an 
American ship outside the three- 
mile limit, obtain passage and reign 
again in the smoke room as the 
merry teller of tales and seller of 
pools on the day's run. He may 
take aboard his old playmates of 
the steward’s shelf, but he cannot 
bring them—lilegally—into the ter- 
ritorial waters of the United States, 


even on a foreign vessel. Veritably, 
he must be an old man of the sea. 

For, the Supreme rules 
that Atty.-Gen. Daugherty was all 
wrong when he said the prohibi- 
tion against the sale and transpor- 
tation of intoxicating beverages

GERMAN GOLD 
RESERVE FAST 
DISAPPEARING 


(BY ) 
BERLIN, April 30.—The paewn- 
ing of the Reichsbank’s golé re- 
serve to raise funds to finance the 
mayk’s stabilization, the star§ of 
which was reported last Wednes- 
Gay, has been proceeding at a rate 
which sent cold shivers of appre- 
hension down the backs of Ger- 
man business men and patriots 
when the news waa officially con- 
firmed by the Reichebank's report 
today. 

The report showed t during 
the ending A 23—in 
fact, during the last few days of 
that week—the Reichsbank hocked 
$5,000,000 of its total holdings of 
1,.000,000,000 gold marks and 
threw the proceeds into the vora- 
cious jaws of the exchagge specu- 
lators without being ab to im- 
prove the mark a single point. 
Pressure against the mark in- 
creasing steadily and bear specu- 


lators wil! heartened by learn- 
ing how f the last reserves are 
going. 


NEAR ROPE’S END

AUTHOR OF 
NOTE DIES 
IN CHICAGO 


Emerson Hough Succumbs 
After Brief Illness; Was 
Writer of Famous Books 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, April 30.—Emerson 
Hough, pioneer, naturalist and au- 
thor of many “best sellers.” died 
at a hospital here today, following 
a brief iliness. He was ‘66 years 
of age. 

The novelist was removed to a 
hospital Thursday, but was not be- 
lieved to be in a serious condition 
until Saturday, when a delayed 
operation failed to save his life. 

A firm disciple of the great out- 
of-doors and the open trai!, Hough 
loved the western frontier and his 
explorations of Yellowstone Park 
and other natural parks biended 
with his knowledge of the Weat as 
it was in the olden days, gave him 
material for many of his suc- 
cesses. 

An act of Congress protecting 
the buffalo herds in the West was 
largely due to his activity follow- 
ing his trip through Yellowstone 
Park. 

Mr. Hough was born in Newton, 
Iowa, in 1857. He was educated In 
small town schools and took the 
degree of A.B. from the University 
of lowa an 1880. His first book, 
“The Singing Mouse,” was pub- 
lished in 1895, after a steady 
stream of romances, tales of ad- 
venture, frontier novels and maga. 
tine articles had come from his 


pen. 

“The Covered Wagon,” recently 
made into a motion picture, was 
greatest story. 
Ranking next to it was “64-40 or 
Fight,’ which appeared in 1909. 

Among his other better-known 
books are “The Mississippi Bub- 
ble,” “The Land of the West,” 
“Hearts Desire,” “The Story of the 
Outlaws,” “The Young Alaskans” 
and “The Sowing.”

Los angeles Harbor is just as convenient a port for 
ships from the Orient as San Franciseo Bay and, because of superior climatic conditions, 
Southern California is better suited for the manufacture of silk than the northern part of the 
State and is the Logical Center of the Silk Industry.

There have been 1930 motor ve- 
hicle accidents in Los Angeles city 
for the year up until last night, 
accohrding to an official report is- 
sued by the safety bureau of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Call- 
fornia. This marks an increase of 
279 accidents over the total of last 
year, but the club report also 
shows a decrease in fatalities. 

There have been fifty-four per- 
sons killed in gas Angeles by 
motor vehicles from January 1 of 
this year up until yesterday. in 
the same period of time last year 
there were sixty-four persons 
killed tn auto accidents.

“HARBOR APPEAL 


Tells KHJ Fans of District's 
Great Prospects 
Regards Government Help as 
Prime Essential 


‘Colorado River Power Dam 


| Speaking last night from KJ, 
| The Times radio station, Capt. 
| John LD. Fredericks made a strong 
plea for government ald in enlarg- 
ing Los Angeles Harbor and in the 
Colorado River project. . 
After giving the harbor's history 
| in brief he said: 


“Bonds to the extent of $15,900.- 
000 have been voted for the harbor 
and the money is being spent. 
There are $15,000,000 more in 
prospect in the near future. 

“There are six and one-half mites 
of wharves and docks in active 
operation. The entire Pacific Coast 
fleet makes its headquarters eight 
months of the year in this harbor. 

“There are more than fifty sepa- 
rate lines of steamships making it 
a port of call.
